manufacture Ford parts.

NEWASSOOA1 
NEAR 


Marion, O., Dec. 20.—Imme- 


diately after his inauguration, 
President-elect Harding will be 
prepared to open negotiations 
with foreign countries for an 
association to prevent war. 


The plan for such an associa- 


tion of nations, upon which Sen- 
ator Harding 
has consulted 


some of the country's ablest 
minds, is now so near comple- 
tion it can be definitely outlined 
as follows: 


1. Establishment of an in- 
ternational judicial tribunal to 
adjudicate controversies arising 
between nations over violations 
of treaties and of international 
aw;

A square knot Is a knot used for 


tying two rope ends togther.

one of the best knots one can know 
for all practical uses.

No. It will not slip. Beat scouts are 
tike a square knot They are taking 
the loose ends of their natures and 
tying them, up tight into the program 
of scoutlnf.
